It  is  with  great  pleasure  that  we  dedicate  this  issue  of  our  Town  Report  to  James  Sr. 
and  Anna  Rowse.  They  have  been  active,  involved  leaders  who  have  given  of  their  time 
and  effort  to  build  a  better  community.  Their  public  spirit  and  determination  have  been 
a  moving  factor  in  Mason  for  34  years. 

When  the  Rowses'  came  to  Mason,  from  Littleton,  Massachusetts  in  1956,  there  were 
only  400  residents  in  town.  There  was  a  one  room  school  house,  the  town  hall  was  heated 
with  wood  and  serviced  by  a  three  hole  privy.  The  church  heating  system  was  so  drafty 
that  on  one  side  of  the  church  it  caused  the  candles  to  drip  and  the  congregation  to  freeze, 
while  the  other  side  of  the  church  was  over  heated.  Jim  has  been  the  backbone  of  the  church 
and  has  undertaken  any  job  that  needed  doing.  He  was  mistaken  for  the  janitor  when  the 
Rev.  William  Donoghue  came  for  his  first  visit.  Anna  played  the  organ  and  was  director 
for  both  senior  and  junior  choirs  for  nearly  20  years. 

The  Rowses  have  raised  four  sons  and  one  daughter.  They  have  15  grandchildren, 
5  great-grandchildren  and  two  more  on  the  way.  Their  son  David  died  in  1989,  and  the 
family  grieves  his  loss.  Son  Samuel  and  his  wife  Sandra  live  in  Mason  and  carry  on  the 
family  tradition  of  community  involvement.  Sam  is  the  president  of  Very  fine  Products 
Inc.,  the  company  Jim  presided  over  for  many  years  and  still  is  an  active  Chairman  of 
the  Board. 

Anna  and  Jim  will  celebrate  their  58th  wedding  anniversary  this  year  and  we  extend 
our  best  wishes  to  them.  In  their  honest,  caring  and  gentle  way,  they  have  been  a  wonder- 
ful example  to  all  of  us  who  have  had  the  privilege  to  know  them  as  friends  and  neighbors.

3 .  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  by  taxation,  or  borrowing, 
or  otherwise,  the  sum  of  Five  Hundred  and  Thirty  Three  Thousand  and  One  Hun- 
dred and  Fifty  Dollars  ($533,150)  for  the  operation  and  expenses  of  the  Town  for 
the  year  ensuing,  or  take  any  other  action  relative  thereto.

To  see  if  the  Town  will  authorize  the  Selectmen  to  dispose  of  5  +  /—  acres  of  Town 
owned  land,  described  as  parcel  48  on  the  tax  map,  located  adjacent  to  the  Mason 
Congregational  Church,  such  parcel  having  been  acquired  by  donation  from  James 
and  Anna  Rowse  in  1976,  for  the  purpose  of  erecting  town  offices  upon;  and  to 
authorize  the  disposition  of  said  property  in  exchange  for  a  right  of  way  granted  to 
the  Town  to  access  the  back  town  owned  cemetery  parcels,  and  any  other  considera- 
tion as  justice  may  require  to  the  Rowse  family,  or  take  any  other  action  relative 
thereto. 

9 .  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  gross  sum  of  Five  Hundred 
Thousand  Dollars  ($500,000),  to  be  used  only  for  acquisition  in  the  name  of  the  Town 
of  the  fee  or  lesser  interest  in  Conservation  land  and  other  costs  associated  therewith 
for  permanent  conservation  use  and  further  to  authorize  the  Selectmen  to  accept  private 
donations  of  land,  interest  in  land,  or  money  for  the  purposes  of  contributing  to  the 
local  matching  portion  required  for  acquiring  Conservation  land  or  interest  in  land 
or  other  costs  associated  therewith  permanent  conservation  use  under  the  NH  Land 
Conservation  Investment  Program  (LCIP)  RSA  22: 1-1 ,  and  authorize  the  Selectmen 
to  apply  for  and  accept  the  State  matching  funds  under  the  LCIP  in  an  amount  up 
to  Two  Hundred  and  Fifty  Thousand  Dollars  ($250,000.)  for  the  purposes  of  ac- 
quisition of  the  fee  or  less  interest  in  Conservation  land.

The  meeting  was  reopened  at  8:00  P.M.  Scout  Steven  Chase  presented  the  colors, 
after  which,  Rev.  William  Donoghue  gave  the  invocation.  Stephen  Eisenhaure  lead  us 
in  the  salute  to  the  flag.  Mrs,  Schwenk  made  reference  to  Stephen's  high  scholastic  stan- 
ding and  the  Gold  Key  Award  he  received  from  the  Boston  Globe  for  his  stenciled  pottery.

Tribute  was  given  to  Curtis  Dunn  for  15  years  service  as  road  agent.  A  letter  was 
read  from  Mr.  Paul  Ralston,  principal  of  the  elementary  schools,  praising  Curt  for  keep- 
ing roads  plowed  and  for  his  help  in  other  matters.

Article  3.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  $153,000.00 
for  the  purchase  and  original  equipping  of  a  new  Fire  Truck  and  for  t  le  costs  incurred 
in  issuing  bonds  or  notes  to  purchase  said  truck;  and  to  authorize  the  issuan  e  of  $100.^)0.00 
of  bonds  or  notes  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  the  Municipal  Finance  act,  (RSA: 
Chapter  33)  and  to  authorize  the  Selectmen  and  the  Town  Treasurer  to  issue  and  negotiate 
such  bonds  or  notes  and  to  determine  the  rate  of  interest  thereon;  further  nore  to  authorize 
the  withdrawal  of  $53,500.00  from  the  Fire  Truck  Replacement  Capital  Reserve  Fund 
created  for  this  purpose,  or  take  any  other  action  relative  thereto. 

Chief  Berry  explaind  the  need  for  the  new  Fire  Truck  and  answer  d  questions  as  to 
the  condition  of  other  fire  equipment.  Suggestions  were  shared  and  coir,  nents  were  given 
on  other  options.

Mr.  Millbrandt  reviwed  the  line  items  of  the  budget,  noting  where  big  changes  had 
been  made.  Questions  were  answered  by  different  department  representatives. 

A  motion  was  made,  seconded  to  add  $3,125  to  the  salaries  in  the  Library  budget. 
This  motion  passed.

A  heated  discussion  was  held  on  matters  per- 
taining to  the  Police  Chief. 

Motion  to  move  the  question  passed  at  9:59  P.M. 

Article  4.  The  Town  voted  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  $508,560.00  for  the 
operation  and  expenses  of  the  Town  for  the  year  ensuing.  This  included  an  increase  in 
the  Library  budget  of  $3,125.00

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Aid  Fire  Association  and  the  Town's  of  Townsend  and  Ashby,  Massachusetts,  for  the 
purpose  of  gving  and  receiving  mutual  aid. 

Article  15.  The  Town  voted  to  authorize  the  Selectmen  to  expend  Federal  Emergency 
Management  (FEMA)  funds  and  state  emergency  funds  paid  to  the  Town  for  all  highway 
expenses  in  compliance  with  State  and  Federal  law. 

Article  16.  That  the  Town  vote  to  hold  the  annual  Town  Meeting  on  the  Saturday 
following  the  second  Tuesday  in  March  at  9:00  A.M.  in  the  Mason  Town  Hall,  or  other 
facility  as  appropriate  to  house  the  number  of  attendees. 

A  discussion  was  held  and  imput  received  on  the  advantages  of  changing  our  Town 
Meeting  to  another  time.

During  1989  the  Planning  Board  held  close  to  30  meetings  including  formal  monthly 
hearings,  work  meetings,  Special  Public  Hearings  on  such  topics  as  Site  Plan  Review, 
Growth  Management,  and  changes  to  the  Planning  Ordinances,  as  well  as  a  number  of 
site  walks  to  review  specific  proposals.  A  joint  subcommittee  of  the  Planning  Board  and 
the  Board  of  Adjustment  also  held  monthly  meetings  during  the  year  concerning  "Granny 
flats",  the  feasibility  of  commercial  or  industrial  zones,  and  other  possible  changes  to 
the  Planning  Ordinance.  A  joint  meeting  with  the  Financial  Advisory  Board  and  the  Select- 
men was  held  to  review  the  Capital  Improvements  Program,  including  a  presentation  of 
several  decades  of  Town  budgets  corrected  for  population  and  inflation,  as  a  tool  for 
budgetary  planning. 

The  Board  was  active  in  training,  members  represented  the  Board  at  workshops  on 
Wetlands,  High  Intensity  Soil  Surveys,  Municipal  Law  Lectures  on  Grandfathering,  Land 
Use  Law,  and  Regulating  Earth  Removal,  and  at  a  12  week  UNH  course  on  Soils  and 
Community  Planning. 

We  changed  our  procedures  to  improve  communication  with  other  Town  departments, 
especially  the  Fire  and  Highway  departments.  For  the  first  time  the  Board  hired  a  registered 
engineer  as  our  consultant  for  two  projects  and  we  found  him  to  be  extremely  helpful. 

We  were  also  able  to  take  over  some  office  space  in  the  Town  Hall  which  allowed 
us  to  better  organize  our  records,  reference  materials,  and  plat  files. 

The  Board's  expenses  for  the  year  were  held  within  the  budgeted  amount  and  we  are 
pleased  to  be  able  to  propose  an  unchanged  budget  for  the  coming  year.  We  are  also  pleased 
to  report  that  when  the  revenues  generated  by  the  Board  are  taken  into  account,  the  Board 
only  cost  the  Town  about  $100  for  the  entire  year. 

Finally,  as  a  personal  note,  I  would  like  to  say  that  it  has  been  a  pleasure  and  privilege 
to  chair  such  an  energetic  and  committed  board.  As  a  first-year  chairman  I  was  especially 
comforted  by  the  presence  on  the  Board  of  two  past  chairmen  representing  together  more 
than  20  years'  Planning  Board  experience.

In  the  past  two  years,  we  have  replaced  the  fence  around  Pratt  Ann*;x  Cemetery.  We 
used  pressure  treated  wood  and  oil  base  stain  to  reduce  future  maintenance.  There  were 
also  repairs  to  the  fence  at  the  First  Cemetery  on  Meetinghouse  Hill  Rd. 

These  repairs,  as  well  as  the  mowing,  trimming,  and  raking,  havr  been  taken  care 
of  by  the  Highway  Department.  Most  of  this  work  has  been  done  or  supervised  by  Arthur 
Rafter.  He  and  Ellsworth  Brown  have  put  in  many  hours  keeping  things  in  order.  Thank 
you  gentlemen  for  your  fine  work. 

In  Pleasant  View  Cemetery,  we  had  several  broken  gravestone  repaired.  We  used 
an  epoxy  process  and  hope  to  be  able  to  continue  this  repair  program  in  the  future. 

This  summer  ('89),  the  Mason  Historical  Society  took  on  the  vast  project  of  check- 
ing, verifying,  and  updating  the  cemetery  records.  They  have  started  a  new  index  card 
system  and  have  started  entering  information  on  a  computer.  We  wish  to  thank  the  society 
for  it's  time  and  effort  in  this  endeavor  and  to  let  you  know  that  we  appreciate  it. 

We  are  currently  considering  a  new  cemetery  site  in  three  different  locations.  Two 
are  pieces  of  town  land  that  will  have  to  be  cleared  and  have  access  problems.  The  other 
is  the  purchase  of  a  building  lot  adjacent  to  an  existing  cemetery.  Due  to  the  large  invest- 
ment required  and  the  limited  funds  available,  we  are  proceeding  slowly.  With  proper 
planning,  this  new  cemetery  should  meet  our  needs  for  many  years  to  come.

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HIGHWAY  DEPARTMENT  REPORT 

In  1989,  we  finished  our  final  1987  FEMA  project  on  Wilton  Rd.  and  I  hope  we  will 
never  have  a  large  flood  again.  It  has  been  an  experience  we  will  not  forget  for  a  long  time. 

Our  gravel  roads  were  graded  several  times  as  needed  and  the  heavier  traveled  ones 
were  treated  for  dust  control,  erosion,  and  compaction.  We  put  approximately  1900  yds. 
of  screened  gravel  on  our  highway  system  this  year.  In  June,  we  had  a  gravel  crusher 
in  our  pit,  which  crushed  approximately  $3,500  yds.  for  use  as  pug  mill  mix  and  for  our 
gravel  roads.  We  put  out  650  yds.  between  Churchill  and  Starch  Mill  Rds.  and  the  rest 
was  put  in  our  stockpile. 

We  ditched,  removed  stones,  shimmed,  patched,  and  sealed  three  miles  of  paved  roads 
on  Townsend  and  Greenville  Rds.  We  removed  the  pavement  and  stones  on  two  sections 
of  road  on  Greenville  and  Wilton  Rds.,  after  which  we  repaved  and  sealed  them. 

The  Darling  Hill  Rd.  project  was  done  this  summer.  We  worked  with  the  school  con- 
struction program  on  this  project  and  it  is  about  95%  completed. 

Our  new  highway  storage  building  is  nearly  completed  and  is  used  for  storage  of  our 
equipment.  We  hope  to  expand  the  building  some  in  the  future,  when  time  and  funds  permit. 

Fuel  tanks  have  been  installed  and  are  now  in  use.  This  is  making  fueling  of  our  equip- 
ment a  lot  more  convenient. 

Snow  fall  for  1989  was  less  than  usual  and  plowing  costs  were  down.  However,  we 
did  experience  a  lot  of  ice  storms  and  small  snow  storms  in  1989.  This  made  our  part 
time  help  costs  higher  than  usual  for  sanding  and  salting.  We  had  problems  in  winter 
maintenance  with  keeping  culverts  from  freezing  because  of  no  snow  for  insulation.  Winter 
maintenance  costs  were  approximately  the  same  as  if  we  had  a  lot  more  snow. 

We  have  several  part  time  persons  working  for  us  now.  This  allows  us  to  salt  and 
sand  faster  providing  faster  service  on  our  gravel  roads. 

I  would  like  to  thank  all  the  employees  of  the  Highway  Department  for  their  dedica- 
tion in  making  our  highway  system  work  smoother  and  easier.  I  would  like  to  thank  the 
Fire  Department  for  the  continued  use  of  their  facilities  and  to  express  appreciation  for 
the  support  of  the  other  Town  Departments  and  local  residents  throughout  the  year.

Thanks  to  the  efforts  of  library  volunteers  and  staff  in  1989,  each  patron  was  assign- 
ed a  three-digit  number  to  sign  out  materials  from  the  library.  This  newly  adopted  system 
is  in  compliance  with  the  confidentiality  law,  passed  during  the  summer,  to  protect  the 
privacy  of  library  users.  Also,  work  on  the  shelflist  card  file,  an  inventory  record  of  the 
library's  holdings,  is  coming  along,  and  will  continue  to  be  an  important  project  in  1990. 

Story  times  for  preschoolers  were  offered  during  the  year,  as  well  as  a  Treasure  Hunt 
Reading  Program  for  the  summer.  Friday  Night  at  the  Movies  was  held  every  month  in 
the  spring  and  fall,  providing  family  entertainment  thanks  to  the  State  Library's  film  col- 
lection. Also,  storytelling  programs  were  popular  at  the  Summer's  Eve  Celebration,  Hallo- 
ween, and  Christmas. 

The  Mac  Arthur  Foundation  awarded  the  library  with  another  23  videocassettes.  These 
documentaries  in  the  arts  and  sciences  are  an  excellent  addition  to  the  video  collection. 
The  library  also  acquired  a  literature  rack  for  the  foyer,  where  patrons  may  browse  through 
the  many  informative  pamphlets  given  to  the  library  for  distribution.  The  purchase  of  this 
rack,  as  well  as,  two  fans  to  improve  air  circulation  in  the  library,  was  made  possible 
through  the  use  of  funds  from  the  Ellen  Augusta  Worcester  Wilson  Trust  Fund.

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FIRE  DEPARTMENT  REPORT 

The  Fire  Department  is  waiting  with  excitement  for  the  arrival  of  our  new  pumper, 
which  was  approved  at  the  1989  Town  Meeting.  We  had  hoped  to  have  the  truck  in  Mason 
by  late  fall,  however,  there  were  set  backs.  In  December,  it  was  delivered  to  the  dealer 
in  North  Attleboro,  Massachusetts  for  the  pump  and  plumbing  to  be  installed.  Weekly 
inspection  trips  will  be  made  until  delivery.  Two  of  the  main  goals  of  the  truck  committee 
were,  to  get  the  most  for  the  towns  dollar  and  to  put  a  truck  together  that  will  serve  the 
town  for  many  years.  We  believe  that  these  goals  have  been  met. 

Training  is  still  very  high  on  our  priority  list.  One  firefighter  attended  several  rescue 
courses.  Five  members  (3  officers  and  2  firefighters)  successfully  completed  60  hours 
of  training,  covering  advanced  fire  fighting  skills.  For  the  most  part,  this  was  over  and 
above  regular  department  training.  The  classes  are  required  as  a  minimum  standard  for 
all  fulltime  firefighters  and  cover  the  more  advanced  skills,  which  even  the  volunteers 
must  face  today.  Hazardous  materials  represent  more  than  one  quarter  of  the  course  time. 
Mason  had  two  incidents  of  that  nature  in  1989.  Inspections  are  taking  up  more  and  more 
time.  Many  informal  inspections  were  made  in  the  elementary  school,  during  construc- 
tion. A  full  day  was  spent  in  the  school,  prior  to  the  opening  of  the  school  year.  There 
are  a  few  minor  items  still  to  be  corrected.  The  school  was  informed  of  the  requirements, 
which  must  be  met  in  order  for  the  multipurpose  room  to  act  as  a  classroom,  if  needed. 
However,  with  the  construction  of  our  school  over  budget,  they  were  unable  to  fund  the 
changes.  Some  businesses  were  inspected,  resulting  in  a  few  changes.  Inspections  will 
always  be  an  ongoing  item.  As  has  been  mentioned  a  number  of  times,  we  will  inspect 
wood  stove  installations.  A  number  of  people  have  taken  advantage  of  this  program  this 
year.  There  are  several  homes  in  Mason  offering  foster  care  services;  part  of  the  place- 
ment program  requires  the  residence  meet  the  life  safety  code.  Most  of  these  home  re- 
quire two  visits  prior  to  signing  the  state  form. 

In  May  a  very  gracious  gift  was  made,  resulting  in  an  automobile  for  the  Fire  Depart- 
ment. This  has  allowed  me  to  move  almost  all  of  the  Fire  Department  paperwork  out  of 
my  personal  vehicle.  I  have  kept  records  of  the  mileage  and  3,000  miles  were  logged  do- 
ing Fire  Department  business  during  the  6  month  use.  Once  again,  I  would  like  to  thank 
Mr.  Ben  Shaw  for  making  this  possible. 

Several  members  have  left  us  this  past  year  due  to  other  commitments.  To  them,  a 
big  thank  you  for  their  time  serving  our  town.  A  few  town  folks  have  come  forward  and 
joined.  We  look  forward  to  working  with  our  new  friends.  Anyone  interested  in  joining, 
contact  the  chief  or  any  member.

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REPORT  OF  TOWN  FOREST  FIRE  WARDEN 
AND  STATE  FOREST  RANGER 

During  calendar  year  1989,  the  State  of  New  Hampshire  experienced  an  average  umber 
of  wildfires.  The  three  leading  causes  of  these  wildfires  were  fires  kind'ed  without  writ- 
ten permission  of  a  Forest  Fire  Warden,  children  and  debris  burning  f  res  that  escaped 
control.  All  of  these  causes  are  preventable,  but  only  with  your  help. 

Please  help  our  town  and  state  forest  fire  officials  with  forest  fire  pre  ention.  By  New 
Hampshire  State  law  (R8A  224:27),  no  person,  firm  or  corporation  shall  kindle  or  cause 
to  be  kindled  any  fire,  except  when  the  ground  is  covered  with  snow,  i  ithout  first  ob- 
taining a  written  permit  from  the  Forest  Fire  Warden  of  the  town  wl  ere  the  burning 
is  to  be  done. 

In  order  to  eliminate  false  alarms,  it  is  advisable  to  notify  you  loca  fire  department 
whenever  you  intend  to  do  any  outdoor  burning. 

Violations  of  RSA  224:27  are  a  misdemeanor  and  you  are  also  liable  for  paying  all 
fire  suppression  costs  (RSA  224:28  and  RSA  224:36). 

The  State  of  New  Hampshire,  Division  of  Forests  and  Lands  assisted  many  towns 
in  wildland  fire  suppression  during  1989  including  several  large  fires  in  the  Concord  and 
Chesterfield  areas,  as  well  as  the  100  acre  fire  on  Mt.  Belknap  in  Gilford,  New  Hampshire.

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CONSERVATION  COMMISSION 

Mason.  New  Hampshire 
ANNUAL  REPORT,  1989 

The  Conservation  Commission  met  regularly  on  the  second  Wednesday  of  every  month 
at  8:00  p.m.  in  the  Mann  House.  Our  primary  concerns  remain  the  wise  use  of  land  and 
protection  of  natural  resources,  especially  water  resources,  in  the  town.  During  1989  the 
Commission  reviewed  a  number  of  wetlands  permits  in  conjunction  with  subdivision  pro- 
posals or  other  actions  by  landowners;  advised  town  boards  and  landowners  regarding 
suitable  use  of  wet  or  steeply  sloping  parcels  of  land;  and  conducted  various  site  inspec- 
tions. We  are  moving  ahead  with  our  wetlands  mapping  work,  begun  last  year. 

We  obtained  from  the  New  Hampshire  Forest  Society  a  bulletin  explaining  how  con- 
servation easements  work.  Copies  are  available  from  the  Mason  Conservation  Commis- 
sion at  no  charge,  for  anyone  who  is  interested.  The  bulletin  explains  what  uses  are  per- 
mitted or  not  permitted  under  an  easement,  how  the  provisions  of  an  easement  are  enforc- 
ed, what  the  financial  benefits  are,  regulation  of  public  access  according  to  the  landowner's 
preferences  and  other  issues.  We  drafted  a  sample  conservation  easement  and  met  with 
several  landowners  to  discuss  the  possibility  of  setting  up  a  protected  greenbelt  along  Mason 
Brook  by  means  of  easements. 

The  Trust  for  New  Hampshire  Lands  has  established  a  program,  the  Local  Conserva- 
tion Initiative  Program  (LCIP),  under  which  the  fair  market  value  of  land  donated  for 
conservation  may  be  matched  by  the  state,  providing  funds  for  the  town  to  use  in  acquir- 
ing other  parcels  for  conservation  purposes.  We  would  be  glad  to  talk  with  any  landowners 
interested  in  learning  more  about  this  excellent  program. 

We  accepted  with  gratitude  a  gift  from  Bronson  Potter  of  four  acres  of  marsh  and 
pond  on  Merriam  Hill  Road. 

We  cooperated  with  other  town  boards  on  the  removal  of  tires  which  had  been  il- 
legally dumped  along  the  Railroad  Trail. 

We  have  continued  to  monitor  the  slow  progress  of  the  legal  processes  relating  to 
Mr.  Ruggierio's  feedlot  operation  and  in  November  sent  a  letter  to  the  Supreme  Court 
Committee  on  Judicial  Responsibility  inquiring  about  the  lack  of  a  court  decision  in  the 
case.  (Note:  at  the  beginning  of  January  1990  a  decision  was  handed  down  ordering  that 
the  piggery  be  shut  down  as  of  February  5.)  On  another  matter  we  communicated  with 
the  State  Water  Supply  and  Pollution  Control  Board  regarding  erosion  and  pollution  pro- 
blems originating  on  a  piece  of  property  in  Greenville  and  affecting  Walker  Brook  as  it 
flows  through  Mason.  We  will  continue  to  keep  an  eye  on  both  of  these  situations. 

We  accepted  with  real  regret  the  resignation  of  Dick  Aiken  from  the  Commission. 
As  chairman,  Dick  led  our  monthly  meetings  with  good  humor,  good  organization,  and 
a  purposeful  sense  of  direction.  Thank  You.  Dick!

Article  for  Town  Report,  1989 

The  Recycling  Center  underwent  several  changes  this  year  in  the  midst  of  our  ever- 
busy  operation. 

Pat  Johannesen  took  over  as  manager  upon  the  resignation  of  Rebecca  Secrest.  Rebecca 
and  her  predecessor  Patty  Moore,  have  started  their  own  recycling  consulting  firm.  We 
wish  them  the  best  of  luck! 

An  addition  was  built  onto  the  office  to  provide  a  little  "breathing  room". 

A  wood  chipper  was  brought  from  the  town  barn  in  order  to  chip  our  brush,  rather 
than  burning  it.  We  hope  to  start  composting  chipped  brush  in  the  sprirg,  thus  improving 
our  composting  operation  and  hopefully  producing  a  more  saleable  product. 

The  Recycling  Center  experienced  a  drop  in  income  this  year  fro  n  last  at  a  total  of 
$34,019.24.  The  reason  for  this  drop  is  due  to  a  major  drop  in  prices  for  recyclables. 

Aluminum  cans  are  only  bringing  in  $.37/lb.  as  compared  to  $.58/lb.  just  six  months 
ago,  and  we  are  now  paying  to  ship  our  paper  instead  of  seeing  an)  income  from  it. 

The  good  side  of  this  coin  is  that  so  many  people  are  recycling  now  that  the,  market 
is  being  flooded,  hence  the  drop  in  prices.  Although  this  might  not  seem  to  be  good  news 
financially  speaking,  it  shows  that  more  and  more  people  are  taking  the  solid  waste  pro- 
blem seriously. 

In  addition,  the  market  will  have  to  adapt  to  this  flood  by  producing  more  businesses 
able  to  handle  recycled  materials.  At  this  time  we  can  hope  to  see  pi  ces  for  recyclable 
materials  improve. 

This  will  all  take  some  time  to  come  around,  so  be  patient  and  know  that  all  your 
efforts  are  helping  to  change  this  very  major  problem  of  cleaning  up  our  environment. 

The  staff  at  the  Recycling  Center  want  to  thank  you  once  again  lor  your  continued 
support  and  enthusiasm.  Our  program  could  not  work  without  you!

ANNUAL  REPORT  TO  TOWNS 

1989 

The  Souhegan  Valley  Ambulance  Service,  Inc.,  continues  to  provide  efficient,  pro- 
fessional quality  service  to  the  communities  of  Greenville,  Mason,  New  Ipswich,  and  Tem- 
ple. This  service  is  only  possible  due  to  our  dedicated,  well-trained  D.  iver/ Attendants; 
all  of  whom  are  volunteers.  Many  of  these  volunteers  are  now  nationally  registered 
Emergency  Medical  Technicians- Ambulance,  and  have  also  undergone  advanced  training 
to  become  EMT-Intermediates  (which  includes  the  administering  of  IV  s  and  Advanced 
Life  Support  Techniques). 

In  order  to  provide  continuous  service,  at  least  three  attendants  an  scheduled  to  be 
on  call  every  night  from  6:00  P.M.  to  6:00  A.M.  Each  attendant's  scheduled  approx- 
imately seven  times  a  month,  as  well  as  answering  calls  during  the  day  whenever  possi- 
ble. Daytime  continues  to  be  a  very  difficult  period  to  cover,  so  there  is  a  great  need  for 
volunteers  who  are  able  to  spare  some  of  their  daytime  for  the  service.  Any  resident  of 
Greenville,  Mason,  New  Ipswich,  or  Temple  who  is  interested  in  joining  the  service  is 
encouraged  to  contact  any  Driver/ Attendant  or  member  of  the  Board  of  Directors. 

In  1989,  we  focused  on  our  goal  of  acquiring  land  and  making  plans  to  erect  a  building 
to  house  our  ambulances,  conduct  our  training  classes,  and  hold  meetings  necessary  to 
operate  the  service.  A  Building  Committee  has  been  formed  and  several  pieces  of  land 
have  been  offered  to  us.  We  hope  by  the  end  of  the  year  (1989)  to  have  selected  and  ac- 
quired the  most  appropriate  parcel  for  our  needs.  In  1990,  our  focus  will  then  shift  to 
erecting  a  building.  We  hope  to  achieve  all  of  this  entirely  through  d  nations. 

The  Souhegan  Valley  Ambulance  Service,  Inc.  continues  to  operate  at  no  cost  to  the 
individual  requiring  emergency  service.  In  our  continuing  effort  to  improve  our  service, 
our  average  response  time  (alert  to  scene)  has  dropped  from  15  minutes  to  10  minutes. 

Our  1990  budget  reflects  a  modest  increase  of  less  than  three  percent.  We  have  had 
to  work  dilligently  at  controlling  other  budget  items  to  keep  this  increase  as  low  as  possible. 

From  the  Office  of  State  Planning,  the  total  population  in  our  ser/ice  area  has  in- 
creased from  7,176  in  1988  to  7,608  in  1989.  The  projected  annual  per  capita  cost  for 
1990  is  $4.70,  a  decrease  from  last  year. 

We  thank  all  of  you  again  for  your  generous  donations,  which  have  enabled  us  to 
keep  up  with  our  equipment  needs,  and  allowed  us  to  continue  to  provide  low  cost,  high 
quality  emergency  health  care  for  the  region.

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SUPERINTENDENT'S  REPORT 

MASCENIC  REGIONAL  SCHOOL  DISTRICT 

I  am  pleased  to  submit  my  sixth  report  to  the  District  for  the  1988-89  school  year. 

The  school  year  began  with  a  student  enrollment  of  1,260  students,  514  secondary 
and  746  elementary.  This  represented  an  overall  increase  of  55  students  from  the  previous 
year's  enrollment. 

At  the  Elementary  level,  Ms.  Amy  Ziminsky  joined  the  Mason  staff.  Ms.  Rebecca 
Amadeo,  Ms.  Linda  Farrington  and  Ms.  Marcia  Robinson  joined  the  Central  Staff  and 
Ms.  Katherine  Costa,  Ms.  Constance  Forbes  and  Ms.  Mary  Adams  joined  the  Appleton 
staff.  Ms.  Particia  Andrews  was  appointed  elementary  Music  teacher.  Mr.  Donald  Mur- 
phy was  appointed  elementary  principal,  replacing  Mr.  Paul  Ralston.  At  the  secondary 
level  the  following  teachers  joined  the  Mascenic  faculty:  Ms.  Martha  Driskell.  Home 
Economics,  Mr.  Michael  Harvey,  Social  Studies,  James  O'Loughlin,  Guidance,  Ms.  Linda 
Simeone,  Math,  and  Mr.  Stephen  Tripp,  Special  Education. 

September,  1989  brought  the  addition  of  Ms.  Jane  Glines  in  Special  Education  at  Green- 
ville and  Ms.  Karin  Heikkila  at  Grade  1.  Ms.  Debra  Hastings  was  appointed  Middle  School 
Art  teacher,  Ms.  Julie  Ivy,  Middle  School  music  and  Ms.  Diana  Osmond,  elementary 
Physical  Education.  At  the  secondary  level  in  September,  1989  Mr.  Dan  Breckenridge, 
Science,  Mr.  Stephen  Fernandes,  English,  Mr.  Michael  Miller,  English,  Ms.  Jody 
Trombley,  Special  Education,  Ms.  Joan  Cahalane,  Guidance,  Ms.  Lori  Dowland,  Social 
Studies,  and  Mr.  David  Raymond,  Math  joined  the  faculty. 

At  the  annual  meeting,  the  Mascenic  School  District  approved  a  budget  of  $5,954,544. 
Steven  Lizotte  was  elected  to  complete  a  one-yea  run  expired  Greenville  term.  Ms  Susan 
Rantamaki  was  re-elected  to  a  three-year  term  as  Mason  representative  and  Mr.  Everett 
Parmenter  was  re-elected  to  a  three-year  term  as  New  Ipswich  representative,  Mr.  Bruce 
Hamiltdn  was  re-elected  chairperson  and  Ms.  Marcia  Ober  was  elected  co-chairperson. 
Ms.  Luann  Keddy  was  appointed  school  district  treasurer  and  clerk. 

Beginning  in  the  summer  of  1988,  construction  began  on  the  district's  new  600  pupil 
middle  school.  Construction  was  completed  just  12  months  later  and  grades  7-12  began 
school  in  this  new  modern  facility  in  September  1989.  At  the  same  time.  Mason  students 
occupied  their  new  three  room  addition  and  totally  renovated  school.  In  June  of  1989  con- 
struction began  on  the  addition  to  and  renovation  of  Mascenic  Regional  High  School.  Grades 
9-12  will  move  into  this  modern  500  pupil  facility  in  February,  1990.  At  the  same  time 
grade  5  and  6  students  will  move  from  Appleton  to  the  Boynton  Middle  School  and  grades 
2  and  3  will  move  to  Appleton  from  Central. 

Thus  in  February,  1990  this  major  construction  and  renovation  project  will  be  com- 
pleted and  Mascenic  students  will  be  attending  four  essentially  new  school  facilities. 

The  Mascenic  School  District  has  also  been  working  to  improve  its  academic  stan- 
dards and  the  level  of  student  achievement.  Curriculum  projects  are  ongoing,  and  a  major 
emphasis  was  placed  upon  improving  standardized  test  scores. 
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The  California  Achievement  Tests  were  administered  in  October  to  grades  4,  8  and 
10.  The  results  indicated  marked  improvement  to  reported  scores  over  prior  years.  Each 
of  the  respective  grade's  scores  were  at  the  highest  level  since  the  state  testing  cycle  began 
in  1986.  This  year,  the  students'  scores  attained  the  national  average,  or  above,  in  all 
areas  of  reading,  math  and  language.  Data  is  3ow  available  which  indicates  a  statistically 
significant  improvement  in  student  performance  over  the  4  year  period. 

The  Mascenic  District  continues  to  move  forward  each  year.  On  behalf  of  Mascenic 
students,  teachers,  administrators  and  school  board  members  I  would  like  to  thank  everyone 
in  our  three  towns  for  your  generous  and  gratifying  support  of  our  attempts  to  improve 
our  school  facilities  and  programs.

in  favor  of  adopting  such  amendment.  Furthermore,  no  amendment  of  these  Articles 
of  Agreement  shall  be  considered  except  at  annual  town  elections  and  unless  the  text 
of  such  amendment  is  included  in  the  School  District  warrant  for  such  town  elec- 
tions. It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  School  Board  to  hold  a  Public  Hearing  concerning 
the  adoption  of  any  amendment  to  these  Articles  of  Agreement  at  least  ten  days  before 
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.  the  date  of  the  annual  town  elections  in  the  District  and  to  cause  notice  of  such  hear- 
ing and  the  text  of  the  proposed  amendment  to  be  published  in  a  newspaper  having 
a  general  circulation  in  the  district  at  least  fourteen  days  before  such  hearing.  (Peti- 
tion Article) 

6 .  To  see  if  the  District  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  ELEVEN  THOU- 
SAND FOUR  HUNDRED  DOLLARS  ($11,400.00)  or  some  other  sum  of  money 
to  fund  the  design  and  construction  supervision  of  a  playground  facility  at  the  Mason 
and  New  Ipswich  Central  Elementary  Schools  or  take  any  other  action  related  thereto. 

7 .  To  see  if  the  District  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  SEVENTY  THOU- 
SAND DOLLARS  ($70,000.00)  as  a  deficiency  appropriation  for  the  1989-90  School 
District  Budget  from  ONE  MILLION  FIVE  HUNDRED  NINETY  FOUR  THOU- 
SAND FIVE  HUNDRED  AND  FORTY  ONE  DOLLARS  ($1 ,594,541 .00)  to  ONE 
MILLION  SIX  HUNDRED  SIXTY  FOUR  THOUSAND  FIVE  HUNDRED  AND 
FORTY  ONE  DOLLARS  ($1 ,664,541 .00),  such  sum  to  be  paid  over  to  the  Mascenic 
School  District  prior  to  June  30,  1990. 

8  .   To  hear  reports  of  Agents,  Auditors,  Committees,  or  Officers  chosen  and  pass  any 

vote  relating  thereto. 

9  .   To  see  if  the  District  will  vote  to  authorize  the  School  Board  pursuant  to  RSA  198:20-b 

to  apply  for,  accept,  and  expend  without  further  action  by  the  School  District  Meeting, 
money  from  any  source  which  becomes  available  during  the  fiscal  year. 

10.  To  see  if  the  District  will  vote  to  ratify  the  action  of  the  School  Board  to  accept 
water  drainage  easements  from  the  Town  of  Mason  and  Ronald  Wolff  to  serve  the 
Mason  Elementary  School,  or  to  take  any  other  action  in  relation  thereto. 

1 1 .  To  see  if  the  District  will  vote  to  ratify  the  action  of  the  School  Board  to  convey 
to  Rodney  L.  and  Roxanne  M.  Nichols,  and  to  Steven  M.,  Kevin  M.  and  Lawrence 
G.  Lennon  deeds  of  easement  to  draw  water  from  the  District's  water  supply  source 
at  the  New  Ipswich  Central  School;  and  to  accept  a  ground  water  use  easement  from 
Rodney  L.  and  Roxanne  M.  Nichols  with  respect  to  the  new  sewerage  treatment 
facilities  at  the  New  Ipswich  Central  School,  or  take  any  other  action  in  relation 
thereto. 

12.  To  transact  any  other  business  that  may  legally  come  before  this  meeting.
